INFORMATION OF INTEREST TO HIS NF- 


VADA CONSTITUENTS. 


[From the Ban Fr«nci«co Spirit of the Times. 


William Shnron was horn on tbe 9th 


of January, 1822, at SmithftVld, Jef- 
ferson county, Ohio, c inseqaently 
be is nearly fifty-four jr«ars of age. 
His parents were Quakers, iind traced 
their lineage hack to Ihe settlement 
of Pennsylvania by William Penn, 
when tlieir English ;<r»genitor came 
to America. 
Tlie boyhood of Mr. 


Sharon was qniet and nneventfnl. 
He lived at home and steadily at- 
ten led the villuge soh >ol, except at 
brief intervals when he was engaged 
on his father's farm. At seventeen 
the passion for travel came upon 
him. 
The southern portion of bis 


State was then new, and although 
Pteimboats were running on the Ohio 
river to Pittsburg, they were insig- 
nificant criifts, anil the t.ip-t wore ii- 
r'gnlar. He pmvhfiserl an intniest 
in a flat boat and started for New Or- 
leans. His exper'e a.* in this line of 
mercantile business was unfortunate. 
In crossing the falls at Louisville the 
boat was wrecked, and serious loss 
and great inconvenience followed. 
Hin partners defrauded the youthful 
boatman, and shorn of the profits of 
his investment be returned finally 
from New Orleans, wta-ied and dis- 
disgusted with humai nature, to his 
native valley. 
After working for 


three years on tbe ol I ho.iisstead, in 
which hia father gavJ him an inter- 
est, 


HE ENTERED ATHENS COLLEGE 


As a student, being then 21. At 23 
he left college and went back to the 
farm. He diveraifie I his labors with 
the study of law, reading for the first 
six mouths at houie. and tbe next six 
months in the office of Edwin M. 
Stanton, afterward Secretary of War. 
Impelled thereto by failing health 
he went West as far as St, Louis, 
having in his pocket letters of intro- 
duction to Hon. Edward Bates of 
(hat city. After continuing his legal 
studies for a while louger, he was ex- 
amined by Judgo Kram of St. Louis 
and admitted to practice in tbe courts 
of Missouri. 
His health remained 


poor, and be was obliged to abandon 
the pursuit of law entirely. In 1844 
be formed a mercantile partnership 
with bis brother, Dr. John K. Sharon, 
and settled at Cm-roll ton, Illinois, u 
small town about 00 miles southwest 
of Springfield. 
Dr. Shuron died 


some years since, but his sons con- 
tinued merchandising in the same 
place. 
Mr. Sharon rt-mnined here

In company with Colonel J. D. Fry. 
The two stopped for a while at Salt

he arrived at Sacramento; at oncj 


purchased a stock of goods and com- 
menced business. The floods of '49 
and '50 swept his store ont of exis- 
tence, but did not ruin him entirely. 
In the Winter of 1850 he came to 
San Francisco, and began buying 
and selling real estate, having his of- 
fice in a small frame building on 
Montgomery street, near Jackson, 
not now standing. His partner wan 
Dr. Beverly Miller, who afterward 
died at, Panama, when returning to 
his home in Kentucky. 


AS A REAL ESTATE OPERATOR 


Mr. Sharon's acts from this date 
come within the recollection of hun- 
dreds of persona now living in San 
Francisco. Almost since bio arrival 
he has been thoroughly identified 
with the interests of tne city. 
He 


erected the first building on North 
Beach, at tbe corner of Taylor and 
Clientimt streets, 
where 
it was 


thought that the chief shipping in- 
terests of the city might be concen- 
trated. H* eon traded for a wharf 
tit the foot of Taylor street, but it was 
never built, and soon after changing 
his mind in regard to th« ppeoial har- 
bor advantages of that locality, he 
transferred his infr'rests clitewhem. 
He continued buying and selling 
real estate until 1804, at which time 
he had accumulated a fortnue of 
$150,000. 


Two years since, in connection 


with the much lamented Win. C. 
Half ton, he projected the grrut cura- 
vannary standing at I ho head of 
Montgomery street, *'Tho Palace 
Hotel," probably the largest aud 
grandest hotel in the world. And 
with indomitable 
energy coupled 


with the push and will of Mr. Kul 
stun, 
this 
crowning masterpiece 


sprung iulo existence in the short 
Bpaco of eighteen months, and con- 
sumed in it» building and furnishing 
the snug num of three and a half 
millions of dollar a. 


BE OOliS TO NEVADA. 


In 1864 the Board of Brokers was 


organized. 
Mr. Shnron became a 


Djieculator in 
wtooKs, and in six 


moutliH ha.d lost all the property he 
had Kp^nt so many years in acquir- 
ing. He asketl employment of the 
Bank of California, and wa< sent to 
Virginia, Nevada, to adjust some 
outstanding claims for that institu- 
tion. 
He afterwards suggeitted to 


the Bank that an agency or branch 
should be ewtublislieil there. This 
wa.H done, and hu was placed at its 
head. Unlimited powers were grant- 
ed to him, and he held the positioi. 
for many years to his credit and the 
crrent |>rotit of the parent houxe in 
Sail Fnincisfo, finally le.tviiifcc it ut 
his own di sire, nnd being succeeded 
by A. J. Rulston.

We are not 
At all surprised at the Centennial 
Managers for not wishing a dusty 
quartz mill erected in Machinery 
H»ll, where Mr. Stevenson wants to 
put it, but we are astonished at his 
assertion that only room enough in 
one corner for a case of specimens 
will bo given, for we know that there 
is a letter now in possession of the 
State Board of Managers from Prof. 
W. P. Blake, U. S. Centennial Com- 
missioner, the gentleman in charge 
Of the Smithsonian collection to b» 
Exhibited at Philadelphia, offering 
extra facilities—which no other State 
received—to Neva la, that is, room in 
the Government Building for the 
display of her miner.ils, and also ull 
the extra advantages to which the 
8mith<*onian Institute is privileged. 
But, we imagine, there wonLl be no 
place for Mr. Stevenson in the Oov 
Ctrn incut Building, and hence he de- 
sires the people of Nevada to think 
that the Managers at Philadelphia 
are not disposed to act fairly with us
